(d) the 21 st June, 2004 (Monday), as the date on which a poll shall, if necessary, be taken; and 

(e) the 23 rd June, 2004 (Wednesday), as the date before which the election shall be completed; 
And whereas, the Hon’ble Supreme Court by its interim order dated 4 th June 2004 on W.P. (C) 

No. 217 of 2004, was pleased to stay the Notification until further orders and while adding the 
Election Commission as a party permitted it to move the Hon’ble Court for modification of its 
interim order; 

And whereas, pursuant to the order dated 4 th June 2004 of the Hon’ble Supreme Court staying 
the Notification, the Election Commission had instructed the Returning Officers not to accept 
nomination papers till further orders; 

And whereas, the Election Commission on 5.6.2004 filed an application being LA. No. 3 in 
W.P. (C) 217/2004, before the Hon’ble Supreme Court seeking vacation of the stay granted on 
4.6.2004 and prayed that the biennial elections to the Rajya Sabha be completed as per schedule; 

And whereas, the Hon’ble Supreme Court in its order dated 9 th June 2004 was pleased to 
dispose of I. A. No. 3 by vacating the stay and permitting the Election Commission to revise the 

election schedule, if necessary, and proceed with the election; 

Now, therefore, the Election Commission pursuant to the above order dated 9.6.2004 passed by 

the Hon’ble Supreme Court and in exercise of the powers conferred on it by Article 324 of the 
Constitution of India, read with sub-section (1) of Section 39 and 153 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1951, Section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897) and all other powers 
enabling it in this behalf hereby directs that the election process shall be resumed and that Election 
Commission Notification dated 4 th June 2004 shall be amended as follows: 

For clauses (a), (b), (c), (d) and (e), the following clauses shall be substituted: 

(a) the 17 th June, 2004 (Thhrsday), as the last date for making nominations; 

(b) the 18 th June, 2004 (Friday), as the date for the scrutiny of the nominations; 

(c) the 21 st June, 2004 (Monday), as the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures; 

(d) the 28 th June, 2004 (Monday), as the date on which a poll shall, if necessary, be taken; and 

(e) the 30 th June, 2004 (Wednesday), as the date before which the election shall be completed;
